THE INDIAN WAR 
WEST.

Ir is seldom that we descend to the no- 
Vice of the remarks of such remarkably 
ahle journalists as the one who has the 
enviable credit of being the editor of the 

Territorial Lnterprize. So conveniently 
neighborly as he isto us at present, and 
a denizen, by law, of our Territory, we 
cannot now resist the temptation of a 
passing remark upon some ed.torial sug- 
gestions of Mr. Williams in the issue of 
the 19th ult, 

“We will soon have here,” be says, “if 
we bave not now, enough men and arms 
to whip all the Indians in Utah, and the 
Mormons into the bargain.” 

The editor was rather unfortunate in 
the preparation of his editorials in that 
number. ‘The leader is clothed in mourn- 
ing for the death of a gallant major com- 
manding a party of ove hundred and five 
gallaut fellows who were defeated and 
about one-half of them killed and wounded 
by a bandful of the uncivilized, undrilled 
children of the forest. Yet they are pre- 
pared, or about to be prepared, as they 
would wish to make it appear, to meet 
Indians and Mormons,“ all in one batch, 
and completely annihilate them. 

Of what peculiar materials the people 
of Western Utah are composed, we are 
not prepared defivitely to say. Judging 
from the gallaut assault made upon what 
were termed the hostile Indians, we should, 
in our calm judgment, pronounce them 
capable of doing no very extraordinary 
things. A hundred and five splendid fel- 
lows, led by the great Ormsby, routed by 
a few Indians, is a matter worthy of vo 
very brilliant record. But if the Indians 
and Mormons are to be entered in one 
class, suppose Mr. W. aud his party mea- 
sure distances, length of arms, and mus- 
cles of shoulders. 

Pshaw! The whole matter is a bur- 
lesque. Sixty or seventy thousand adven- 
turers, if reports may be relied on, have 
plonghed their weary path over the heights 
of the Sierra Nevana, in search of gold 
and silver, or sach other precious metals 
as might perchanee be imagined to exist 
in Western Utah. Tue gold is missing, 
and the silver mines refuse to yield the 
expected results. The next resort is an 
Indian war. A chief must be shot down. 
The squaws and papooses commence their 
howling; aud the big war-whoop is sound- 

ed. The mines fail in their yield, and the 
treasury of our good old uncle must pay 
the cost. 

It would be scarcely fair to say that 
the “‘single-eyed” judge Cradle-rocker,“ 
failing to bring about a war on the Mor- 
mons, had been trying his hand on an Iu— 
dian embroglio.“ IIe had, when we saw 
him last, the appearanee of hard fare, aud 
seemed to need something by way of a 


revival. Can it be that he has sought 
out his revenge from the Indians? 


Leaving the Indians and silver-seekers to 
settle their own difficulties, it is only necs- 
sary for us to say that the “Mormons into 
the bargain,” would be rather a Aazardous 
operation! We think Mr. Williams and 
his party would prefer not to try it.

Bishop E. D. Woolley, under date of 
May 12th. The Bishop was near Devil's 
Gate. He says:—“Elders Lyman, Rich, 
and several others, overtook us on the 
South Pass. We all travel together. 
All well and in good spirits, We nam- 
| ber some 40 persons, 13 wagons, and 86 
‘avimals. We find the grass very scarce 
and short, and even on the Sweetwater 
where we expected to find it most abund- 
ant, it is no better than it is farther back. 
The best feed we found was in Chalk 
Creek Kanyon. I consider this the best 
kanyon for a road that I have travelled 
in the mountains; aud, considering the 


prudence or control. Que would be getting e 
while another was going to bed; one would d 
cleaning, while another was making a flatter, 
when one was hungry he would fetch aad cou 
bis own victuals; and when an errand was to be 
done, either there would be nobody to ce it, » 
all would be going together. There would be 
noise and quarreling without end, and ten tine 
more trouble about every thing. 

Now, you see how necessary it is that some 
should have the management of all, to provide 
all, to give all directions, and that these irre- 
tions should be observed and obeyed by all? Whe, 
then, should this one person be? Certainly the 
father or the mother ima family; and these toe 
are to de considered as one, because, if they 
bave common prudence, they will generally agree 
in their directions, or orders. 

It is right that they should govern; because 
they have more experience than their childres 
can have; and they have learned by practice 
how to actin matters where those without it 
would be quite at a less. Besides, it is their la- 
bor that provides you wi'h food and efotiing; it 
is their strength that defends and protects yon; it 
is their house where yea are sheltered from the 
severi:ies of the season, and where you enjoy 
yourselves in peaceand safety. You are miek- 
ed to them “for these comferte night emi day, 
nay, I might say, every minute of yoar lives. 
Don’t you think these are sufficient reason 
for obedience, even if there were no others ts 
lay before you? Should these kindnesses be re 
paid with sour looks, with ill-will, with disces- 
tent and grumbliags, or sometimes evea with 
open rebellion against their will or their authe- 
rity? But there are stronger reasons yet, why 
you should not only submit to them, bat that 
you should also strive by every means in your 
power to endeavor to make them happy. 

Consider how much they have done for yee 
before you could do anything for yourselves er 
them. See what a helpless, feeble creature 3 
child is, the first six or eight years of its life; 
ik the tender care of its mother be withheld bat 
for a single moment, who shall answer for its 
safety? You don't know what cares and troubles 
and sleepless nights every one of you bare 
caused your parents, before the age I mentioned; 
and do you think, that from that age to fer- 
teen, there is less trouble and anxiety? If yoo 
do, you are very much mistaken; at that period 
children begin to ramble from the notice of 
their parents, and are liable to accidents witbout 
number; and sometimes they begin to take 
bad ways, which is a thousand times more d- 
tressing to their paren‘s than anything that passed 
before; so that there is always something o 
other that requires care and attention, always 
some addition to the claims of duty and affection 
which they have upon you. 

Some of you may say, that your paretits al 
this time bave done no more than their daty, 
and what of that? If it wasa duty, and Wey 
performed it, do you take care to do yours, and 
not make this a pretense for neglecting it. Be 
sides, do but cousider that they were performing 
this duty to you, when you could make them 

amends; and now they keep pace with . 
whatever you can do; so that you are d 
fourteen or eighteen years bebind hand v 
them, be as good as you will; and when aay 4 
you have maintained a father ore mother be!
